"Washington, 'June 24—[Special]— 


'Secretary Alger wired Gen. Shafter at 


• San Francisco to hasten the departure 


" of the transports to Manila that the 


speedy return of the volunteers may be 
-accomplished.' 


Shafter had made two propositions to 


:the war department; one that the trans- 
•ports should go at once not takin» 
as many men as they could carry, anc 
-the other to hold the vessels until next 
•week when they could be sent out 
full 


The president decided that it was not 


so important to get out the reinforce- 
ments as it was to get the'volunteers 
iome. 


Washington, June '29.—It was defl- 


.•nitely decided Wednesday to begin the 
^enlistments for the volunteer service 


. -under the act of the last congress. The 


-.reports to the adjutant-general, based 
•on the figures from the recruiting offi- 
cers and on close estimates as to the 
.number of soldiers in the Philippines 
-and in each command in Cuba and 
.Porto Rico show that the regular army 


• _ is up to its full authorized strength. 


'The additional soldiers needed must be 
•obtained under that section of congress 
authorizing the enlistment of volun- 
teers. The only exception will be. in 


. -the case of the few enlistments that 


•will-be made from time to time to fill 


• 3he gaps in the-regular army caused 


.by casualties and by the expiration of 
••enlistments. 


The officers scattered 
among the 


principal, pities. of the .country, who 
'.have, been enlisting regulars only, will 
be instructed immediately to prepare 
'.to enlist volunteers. 
The present in- 


dications are that about 10,000 men 
•will be wanted. 


Secretary 
Alger, Ad'jt.-Gen. Corbin 


.and 'Col. Bird, .assistant quartermaster- 
jgeneral, in charge of transportation, 
iad a consultation with' the presidenl 


. '.relative to the question of reinforce- 
-meuts for Gen. Otis. A definite decision 
•was reached to continue recruiting men 
•-a.t all the recruiting stations for serv- 
•ice in the Philippines and Secretary Al- 
»ger said when 'he'left the white house 
-after the conference that Gen. Otis 
"wou'ld -have 40,000 men when the rainy 
.season closed for a resumption of ac- 
•tive operations. The recruits are to be 
-•organized into regiments or assigned 
to regiments already formed after en- 
listment. No organizations, as such, 
are to be accepted if sufficient recruits 
-can be obtained by regular enlistment. 


Gen. Corbin said that'the enlistments 


"would be for three years, although the 
law for the creation of the provisional 
••army of 35,000 in excess of the regular 
army of 65,000 provides only for such 
-a force until 1901. Arrangements are 
to be made at once for increasing the 
•transportation necessary to get these 
•additional troops to the Philippines. 


Officers for these volunteer regiments 


"W-ill be obtained by promoting officers 
aow in the regular army and by com- 
-missioning many of the best officers of 
"the volunteer organizations which saw 
•service. The war department has care- 
'lully preserved the records of these 
-officers and has at hand a long list of 
such of them as exhibited soldierly and 
••organizing qualities. 


The decision to reinforce Gen. Otis 


by the end of the rainy season is inter- 
preted to mean that aggressive cam- 
paigning will cease 
until the

•world. Unfortunately the more recent 
•dispatches of re-enforcements are not 
.nearly so good as the .original volun- 
teers, svhp. were not actuated, by., any 


prospecf-oirfligh p'ay, Hftif'by-'patT-fot- 
ism or love of adventure. 


The later arrivals will require' a good 


deal o£ licking into 'shape.. The orig- 
inal army of occupation is not in a 
pleasant frame of mind. 'They are, in 
the first place, perfect!*- willing to 
fight against any civilized power in 
ordinary warfare, but they object to 
wasting their lives and health upon 
the Filipinos and they indulge in many 
growls at the nen-'^sity which compels 
them to be on t..o "qui vive" day and 
night, in order not to be caught nap- 
ping by their cunning enemies. 


One feature of the war is that, al- 


though so. many natives have been-kill- 
ed, very few-weapons have been cap- 
tured. 
The moment a Filipino falls 


there are 'ten others ready to snatch 
up his rifle >and make 
off with it. 


Their numerical resources are practi- 
cally inexhaustible, whereas the Amer- 
icans can only obtain fresh men after 
long.delays and at great expense. 


It is a remarkable fact that, although 


the American troops have often re- 
mained in the trenches in a soaking 
condition for days at a time, they have 
never 'caught cold.

There is no 
Cuban army 10,000 strong.

Altmann 
sent the dollar to a friend in Chicago, 
who took it to a coia collector and sold 
it for $1,000. 


The woman who gave the coin at the 


store is not known. There is some dis- 
pute as to whether the coin belongs to 
Altmann or the owner of the store.

structed for the United States navy. 
When she is christened, some two 
years houcc, she will be named the 
Ohio. She will have a length of .888 
feet on the water .line, which' will 
make her 40 feet longer thau tbe .Ore- j 
gon and 20 feet longer than the Iowa, 
today the biggest of Uncle Sam's 
fighting ships. 


The new 
Ohio will cost 
about 


$3,000,000. She is being built at the 
Union Iron works In San Francisco, of 
which establishment Irving M. Scott is 
the head. Mr. Scott is probably the 
most famous builder of warships in 
the world, the performance of the Or- 
e'gon having given him this distinction. 


Many of the same- machinists who 


helped build the Oregon are at work 
on the new naval monster. She will 
not only be tmilt just as honestly as 
was tbe Oregon but she will be faster 
and more-formidable in many ways, as 
well as bigger. 


With her 3SS feet of water line the 


Ohio will have a midship width of 72 
feet 5 inches, a displacement of 12,500 
tons and a speed of 18 knots an hour. 
The Oregon's beam is CS feet 3 inches 
and her displacement 10,231 tons. The 
Ohio will be able to carry 2,000 tons of 
coal in her bunkers.
